Cuban  Rockets  Could 
Destroy  U.S.  U2's 

WASHINGTON,  (AP) — The  Castro  government  of  Cuba 
now  has  anti-aircraft  rockets  capable  of  shooting  down  U.  S. 
U2  reconnaissance  planes  but  evidently  is  restrained  from 
using  them  by  an  agreement  with  Russia,  U.  S.  officials  said 
Monday. 

OFFICIALS  SAID  that  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge 
control  of  surface-to-air  missile  sites  installed  by  the  Soviet 
Union  in  1962  actually  passed  to  Castro’s  military  forces 
several  months  ago. 

Soviet  military  advisors  in  Cuba  were  knowm  to  have 
been  training  Cuban  officers  and  men  to  operate  the  very 
modern  antiaircraft  missile  installation  for  a year  or  more 
and  the  trained  men  w’ere  progressively  moved  into  the  base 
operations. 


MEANWHILE  THE  Soviet 
military  force  in  Cuba,  estimated 
by  U.S.  officials  to  have  number- 
ed more  than  22,000  troops  at  the 
time  of  the  nuclear  missile  crisis 
in  October  1962  has  been  rather 
steadily  reduced. 

State  Department  press  officer 
Robert  P.  McCloskey  told  a news 
conference  Monday  that  “Cur- 
rent infonnation  from  all  sources 
indicates  that  no  more  than  a few 
thousand  Soviet  military  advisers 
and  technicians  remain  there.” 

McCloskey  said  he  could  not 
give  a precise  number  nor  define 
a “few  thousand.”  He  reported 
the  Soviets  are  scattered  around 
Cuba  at  various  points  and  “Do 
not  constitute  a military  force,” 
even  though  military  men  can  al- 
ways be  used  in  combat  if  neces- 
sary. 

STATE  DEPARTMENT  offic- 
ials said  they  would  stand  on 
McColskey’s  statement  of  a few 
thousand  Soviets  still  in  Cuba. 

However,  it  was  learned  that 
the  figure  now  commonly  used  in 
informed  Washington  quarters  is 
about  2,500  officers  and  men.  It 
was  learned  also  that  there  have 
been  no  substantial  withdrawals 
of  Soviet  personnel  since  last 
June.  This  indicates  a leveling  of 
the  Soviet  force  as  an  advisory 
mission  at  about  2,500.

Te  ASBYU  Senate  will  set  up 
a suggestion  box  to  collect  opin- 
ions and  suggestions  from  the 
students. 

The  Senate  held  its  weekly 
meeting  last  night  at  the  Y Cen- 
ter. One  of  its  committees,  the 
Student  Relations  Committee,  is 
working  on  that  project.  The  box 
will  be  installed  near  the  inform- 
ation desk  of  the  Y Center  in  a 
week  of  so. 

Committee  Chairman  Dorothy 
Peterson  encouraged  students  to 
make  good  use  of  the  box. 'She 
said  they  “Inay  bring  up  suggest- 
ions either  concerning  the  school 
Administration  or  the  Senate.
